NEW YEAR SPURS
T0 PROGRESS, SAYS
TRANSIT DIRECTOR

Taylor Declares City Faces
Its Greatest Opportunity to
Gain All Kinds of Im-

provements.

IMrector A, Maritt Taylor, of the Da-
partment of City Transit, teday in o New
Yoar'e greeting Lo the people, pointed out
that there was no hetter time for the clty
to tnka advantage of the opportunity te
advance,

Director Taylor expressed the hope that
adequata transit facilities would be ob-
talned, that Philadeiphla might hold its
proper positon with other cities unchals
lenged, and declared that better transit
would redound to the benefit of the city
and its people.

The Director sald:

“FPhiladelphians will enter upon the
New Year with boundlesa opportunities
and & firm determination to secure the
completion of publle Improvementa al
rendy undortaken, and the constructlon of
such additional facilities ag nre neces-
sary to the prosperity, comfort and con-
venlence of the citizens, so that our title
to a position among foremost munlcipal-
itles of the world may be properly de
fended.

“The dabt of the city s fully offuet by
the value of its gas and water works,
hence It ocouples a financial position
equivalent to that of cltles which are
unincumbered by debt and which do not
own such propertiles,

“Philndelphin i8 In a position to comply
with the publle demand for the estab-
lishment of proper rapid transit facllities
for the people, In such manner na will
not only avold Increasa of the tax rate,
but alse bring great praofit to both the
elty and the ecitizen. Improved trans-
portation facilities will permit tha popu-
Intion tosextend over a vastly wider area
without Inconvenlence and loss of time
in transit, will offset the existing ten-
deney toward undue congestion In cen-
trnl districts, will relleve the present
congestion of trmfMo on surface lines and
will ellminnte discriminations, which, at
presant, [rom & transportation standpoint,
are Imposed upon both person and locall-
ties,

""Recent favorable legxislation enubled
the city to embark upon = great con-
structive era at & time when an enormous
AavVIing may be sfMected on mecount of the
low price of material of all classes, at
the same time furnishing a great amount
of work for the unemployed,

“"The pending Constitutional amsndmant
stiil further incroases the power of the
ofty to finance the construction of par.

I'erlingn the most Important pléce of
feginlation enncled doaring the year was
the law providing for the naw banking
and currency svatem. Ureating from 8
to 1? reglonal reserve banks (luler fixed
at 1D under the direction of a Faderal
Tteasrve BHoard, and providing for the
reserves of all the natlonal And many
of what had previously been State banks,
to be kept with the Federal banks, Instenad
of with correspondent banks in central
reserves citles, ams previouwly,; thiz wnos
probally the most radleal reform In the
currency system of thie country ever put
imto effegt. 'The provislon for the dis-
counting of commercial paper by the
menibar banke, and the lksmunancs of new
aurrency to cover thin discounting by the
renorve banks, provided what was thought
to bea a strong prevontive of panles, and
provided also a sure remedy ngainst tom-
porary atringenciea in the amount of
actual currency on hand, especially ot
euch timen as when the cropa are moved,

ALASKA RAILROAD AND CANAL
TOLLS.

Another aot of the year, that provid-
Ing for the censtruction of a rallrond in
Alnskn at a cost of J35000,000, wud Tis
operation after completion by the Gov-
ernment, was tremendously lmportant
from two different viewpolnts. [t pro-
vided for the opening up for use by tho
peopla of whiat President Wilson Is fond
of ealling that storehouse of riches, In-
cidentally, it is regea.Jed by some ns o
long  step townrd Gavernment-ownership
of all the ralltonds. Cortainly. as it ix
aperated vear by vear, It will forin at
least the basis of a comparisen with the
privately owned rallroads In the Unite]
Stntes.

One of the bitterest fichts of the year
was over the repenl of the tolls exemp-
tion einuse for American-owned coast-
wine ships pasalng through the Panama
Canal. The passage of this mct means
that every coastwise ship passing through
the big diteh will have to pay it way,
Just as though It were an Amerlcan ship
in the forelgn trade, or for that matter
a forelgn-owned ship,

Two Important measures of tha xo-
culled anti-trust program were onncied
during the year. ©One of these crented
the Federal Trade Commisslon, which
will exercisa much the same sort of
power over industrial corporations as Ia
exercleed over the ruliroads by the In-
teratate Commerce Commission, thus
bringing both sorts of companies under
Federal control

BILLS THAT FAILED,

A number of Important bills
paxyad by the House which were not en-
ncted because of the fauilure of tha Sen-
ate to pass them. Thess include the fm-
migration blll, Including ths famous 1it-
eracy test, which would restrict Linml-
gritlon, and modify the rules regarding
it to meet the opinlon of A number of
authorities on Immigration. Two of the
moat Important of the conservation bills,
tiint providing for the leasing of water-
power sltes now withheld from entry and
the ganeral dam Dbill, were also passed
by the House, but not by the Senate duy-
Ing the vear, whila ons bill, the La Fol-
lette meamen's bill, passed both houses
fthe SBenate prior to this year, howaover),
but in such different formm that wo
agreement was reached during the year
between the two houses,

Congress passed o resolution justifyving
the President's action in ordering an In-
vanslon of Mexfco at Vera Cruz, follow-
ing the insult to the American fag at
Tampleo by soldlers directly responsible
to Huerta, at that time dletator of
Mexico.

Twenty-slx peace treaties, most of them
the breathing-spell variety. providing for
ona yenr tn Interpose afler any overt
act before any hostilities should occur,
were ratified by the Benate. Tha upper
Houne aluo recelved more than 0% nom!-
natlons from the FPresident, and ratified
most of them.

There Wera bitter fights over many of
them incidentally, especlally Paul M.
Warburg and Thomas I), Jones, for tho
Federnl Reserve Board, the first of whom
was confirmed and the second withdriwn;
Attorney Genernl MoHeynolds, to be
Justice of the Supreme Court; Jolin B8kel-
ton Willinms, to be Comptroller of tha
Currency: Interstate Commerecs Commie-
sloner Daniels and Henry M. Pindell, to
be Ambassador to TRtussia.

WAR FMERGENCY MEASURES.

Some of the most (mporiant pleces of
legisintion of the year wers thoss resuit-
Ing from the European war, the war
emergency bllls.

One of these put the Government Into
the Iinsurance business, that providing
that the Government should write war
risk Insurance when privale corporitions
would not underwrite businesa at reason-
able terma. This has proved a areat
boon to shipping since the outbreak of
tha war. Congresa made two dlstinot ap-
propriations to bring stranded American
oltizons home from war-strioken Europe

Anothar emergancy WAr meéeasure WwWas
that sweeping aside the tariff duties and
other restrictions which had hitherto pre-

were

venited tha placing of forelgn-bullt ships
Hhdar the American fiag.  The same
menamtire alee fodged with the Presidsnt
discretlon to waive (he restrictiona re-
pnrding all the oMoars of such ships be
Ing Ameriean citizans, thus laying the
foundation durine the war for an Amaerl-
ean merchant macing, which would oarry
Ametiean products abroad regardiess of

Congress nlto no amendsd the Aldrich
Vrealnnd emorgency currency act, during
the early davs of the war, but bafors the
Federnl Revorva banking svatem had got
into operation, nn Lo make that workable,
nnd [t wis nvilled of for the first time
sinee (tn passage, rears hofors. The Ben-
nte pansed p eotton warabousing bill, dur-
ing the oarly daya of the war, providing
for CGovernment jneoection #nd soper-
vislon of the wirehbuses, bl this waa
1oit in the Houms. A tremendous fight
